Messages of Indorsement of the Move- 
ment Were Received From Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, Secretary Hay 
and Andrew Carnegie. 

Pittsburg, Oct. 14— Jew and Gentile, 
Protestant and Catholic, men of the 
cloth and men whose only religious is 
an ethical code, filled to the doors 
Thursday night the Eighth Street tem 
pie of the congregation Rodeph Sha 
ion, and amid much enthusiasm found 
ed In Pittsburg a society for the pro 
mulgation of the doctrine of Interna 
tional arbitration and universal peace 

From representatives of religious 
and from educators came indorsement 
of the movement. Added to their 
pleas in behalf of the abolition of war 
were messages of Indorsement from 
President Roosevelt, Secretary of 
State John Hay and from Andrew Car- 
negie. 

The highest expectations of Rnbbi 
J. Leonard Levi, of the congregation 
who issued the call for the meeting, 
were more than realized by the large 
attendance and the results achieved 

The principal object of the meeting 
was attained when a set of resolu- 
tions presented by Rabbi Levi was 
adopted by a rising vote. The resolu 
tions tender to President Roosevelt 
the best thanks of the meeting for his 
word of encouragement and for his 
humane endeavor in behalf of the 
cause of international arbitration and 
universal peace and solicit the chief 
magistrate's further help in behalf of 
the cause; return grateful thanks to 
John Hay, secretary of state, for his 
Inspiring message delivered to the 
13th International Peace congress at 
Boston and ask a continuance his pow 
erfu) influence. 

The closing resolution eulogizes the 
presiding officer and the various vice 
presidents of the meeting to form 
themselves into a committee to be con- 
vened by the mover of the resolutions 
and that they take steps to effect an 
organization with headquarters at 
Pittsburg, which shall have for its 
chief object the , creation of public 
opinion and the strengthening of the 
sentiment in behalf of international 
arbitration and universal peace. 

Chancellor Samuel B. McCormlck, of 
Western university of Pennsylvania, 
presided. Addresses were made by 
John Wanamaker, Rev. Charles Wag- 
ner, of Paris; Prof. X. Koenig. of the 
University of Bordeau; Dr. W. Evans 
Darby, secretary of the British Peace 
society; Joseph Elkington.

ARCHBISHOP OF CANTERBURY. 



The Indictments Against Bush and 
Smith Were Dismissed. 

HopkinBville, Ky., Oct. 14 — On mo- 
lion of the commonwealth attorney the 
Indictments again Superintendent of 
Board and Commissioners Bush and 
Smith, of Western Kentucky asylum 
for the insane, in connection with the 
presentation of two heifers to State 
Senator Richardson for aiding in get- 
ting $75,000 appropriated for the in- 
stitution, were dismissed Thursday aft- 
ernoon. 

The other cases will be prosecuted 
The asylum records showed that Bush 
and Smith were not present at the 
board meeting when the gift was au- 
thorized, and according to the statute"!, 
the superintendent has no authority In 
disposition of asylum property. 

The indicted commissioners claim 
the cows were given to the senator 
after the adjournment of the legisla- 
ture, and the present had no bearing 
on his action in supporting the meas- 
ure.

James Mulligan Is Exonerated in the 
Poisoning Case. 

Lexington, Ky., Oct. 14.— The grand 
Jury reported that it had been unable 
to find any evidence to connect James 
J. Mulligan with attempted poisoning 
of the family of Judge James H. Mul- 
ligan. The report was made after long 
and exhaustive review of the case, in 
which all the Mulligan family gave 
information. 

The Jury returned an Indictment 
against Lewis Mitchell, the Negro, who 
confessed he placed poison in salmon, 
on the charge of "malicious attempt to 
poison.'' 

The report specifically said In Its 
pxoneration of young Mulligan that 
'no one else except Mitchell had any 
:orinection with the crime." 

This also exonerates any others who 
were under suspicion.

The door was 
locked and after repeated knocking 
ind no response, it was broken open. 
The family believe that the shooting 
was accidental as she was very timid 
and always had a pistol in her room. 
However, it is alleged that she has 
been .despondent since the accidental 
death of her brother George last year. 
She was a daughter of the late Rus- 
sell Duncan, of Nashville. Tenn. She 
was living here with- her uncle, Geo- 
B. Edwards, president of the Deposit 
bank.

They lived four miles 
from Mayfled and were cutting corn, 
when a dispute arose. The son struck 
his father in the temple with the 
knife. 

Kentuckian Dies In Mexico. 

Paducab, Ky., Oct. 14. — Nows was 
received of the death at Monterey, 
Mex., of Ix>wry Gant, formerly of Pa- 
ducah. but a native of Hopklnsville. 
He died of consumption, aged 23 
years, and the remains will probably 
be brought to Kentucky for burial. 

Louisville Tobacco Market. 

Louisville, Ky., Oct. 14.— Tobacco 
sales Thursday were small and fea- 
tureless. Four fairly colored new crop 
burley hogsheads were sold at prices 
ranging from $7.90 to $11.34. This to- 
bacco was in splendid condition con- 
sidering the time of the year. 

Won the Kentucky Stake. 

Lexington, Ky., Oct. 14.— Grace Bond 
won the Kentucky stake in two 
straight heats, breaking the stake rec- 
5rd in each heat. Time, 2:10Vi, 2; 10%. 
Lord RevelBtoke got second money. 



London, Oct. 14.— The Standard's 
correspondent in the field with Gen. 
Kuroki, telegraphing on October 11, 
says: " After two days' heavy fight- 
ing the enemy's resistance was broken 
this afternoon and the Russians are 
now In full retreat." 

Tolclo, Oct. 11.— It is yet too early 
to measure the results of the tremen- 
dous struggle which has been waged 
for the past three days south of Muk- 
den, but all reports reaching Tokio In- 
dicate that Gen. Kuropatkin has been 
decisively whipped and severely pun- 
Ished. The Russian commander was 
evidently caught while making his dis- 
positions with his forces scattered and 
he was beaten before he could recov- 
er. Much depends on the ability and 
the resolution of the Japanese in ap- 
plying and following up their advant- 
ages. Kuropatkin may turn up in fa- 
vorable ground and succeed in beating 
back the Japanese onslaught, but the 
tide seems against him. 

The Japanese Wednesday began a 
desperate effort to turn the Russian 
right and if this effort should be suc- 
cessful- it will carry disaster to the 
Russian arms. 

The struggle around Eenslhu is be- 
ing followed with intense Interest 
here. The Russian force there is es- 
timated at 5.000 and its isolation or 
loss would be a severe blow. 

Estimates of the total forces engag- 
ed vary. One telegram from Liao 
Yang says that the Russians have 
200.000 men, with 1.000 guns. The 
Japanese force exceeds the number en- 
gaged at fhe battle of Llao Yang. 

The latest telegrams from the front 
indicate the continuation of Japanese 
success. Gen. Oku's left army alone 
bagged 25 guns. The Russians made 
two desperate counter attacks against 
the Japanese left but were repulsed 
with heavy slaughter. The Japanese 
commanders in their reports give ex- 
pression to their admiration of the 
valor of the Russians. 

The Manchurian headquarters in a 
telegram sent Thursday reported as 
follows: 

"Since the last report our right 
army has been containulng a vigorous 
pursuit of the enemy towards the 
north. The column which was dis- 
patched in the direction of Shihchlao 
Tsu to Intercept the result of the en- 
emy from Benshihu continues its oper- 
ations. 

"The central army continues its at- 
tack on the Russians and expects to 
occupy the line between Tungshankou 
and Huchiakuchiatzu. The enemy in 
this direction appeared to retreat con- 
tinuously until dusk Wednesday even- 
ing." 

St. Petersburg, Oct. 14. — Desperate 
fighting and heavy losses on both 
sides, with varying reverses for the 
Rusnlans is the summing up of the 
situation by Gen. Kuropatkin in a tel- 
egram filed on October 13. There is 
no sign of the battles slackening. On 
the contrary Gen. Kuropatkin tele- 
graphs that he had ordered the army 
to resume the fight with unabated 
vigor Friday. 

Gen. Kuropatkin is In the thickest 
of the fighting, and Gen. Sakharoff, his 
chief of staff, is personally directing 
reconnoisanees. The conflict has been 
most desperate at the center and on 
the west flank. The advance guards 
at those points had to be repeatedly 
reinforced, owing to the great press- 
ure of the Japanese attacks. At 
nightfall on October 12 the Russian 
right was "withdrawn from Its main 
positions, but one of the abandoned 
positions wn8 retaken at the point of 
the bayonet during the night.

All of the Stuff Is Consigned to Peo- 
ple in the United States at 
Places From Maine to 
North Carolina. , 

Norfolk, Va., Oct. 14. — A seizure by 
customs ofhYers of Turkish and Per- 
sian goods valued at thousands of dol- 
lars, which were brought from Europe 
by the naval collier Hannibal has cre- 
ated excitement in naval circles. The 
affair is now in the hands of the secre- 
tary of the navy for investigation. 

The information leading up to the 
seizure came in the form of an anony- 
mous letter to the authorities before 
the Hannibal reached this port some 
days ago from Gibraltar. Capt. Easton. 
commanding the collier, declined to 
make any statement Thursday night, 
more than to say: 

"No smuggled goods were brought 
into port, it was not intended to smug- 
gle any goods here." 

The seizure wan made by Special 
Agent Donnelly, acting under instruc- 
tions from Washington. All the seized 
goods were taken to thp navy yard and 
examined. Arter the stuff had lieeu 
inspected at the yard it was transfer- 
red to the vaults of the custom house. 
Adm. Harrington, it is understood, 
at once reported the affair to Wash- 
ington. 

A government official says the col- 
lier's commander reports that it was 
reported to him that the goods were 
second hand, and would be exempt 
from duty. When the boxes and cases 
were opened the goods were found to 
bear the cards of manufacturers.

St. Petersburg. Oct. 14. — Gen. Stoes- 
sel, commander of the Russian troops 
at Port Arthur, telegraphs that tho 
Russians recently recaptured Signal 
Hill. He added that the Japanese are 
bombarding the interior of the for- 
tress with new batteries and that the 
bombardment is becoming more and 
more violent.

Knopf, of New York city, lectured on 
pulmonary tuberculosis and the jm^-i 
hility of Its eradication. The lecture 
was given under the aus^-es of the 
National Underwriters' association. 

In speaking of the cure of consump- 
tion, which he defined as a curable and 
preveutable disease, the doctor said: 

"Consumption can not be cured by 
Christian science, the faith cure or 
specific medicines. It can be cured by 
the judicious use of God's pure air, | 
sunshine, good food and good water, 
both within and without, and proper 
medical supervision. 

"Everybody should have pure air 24 
hours each day. Night air is even bet- 
ter than the air we get during the 
day, and the sleeping room should be 
well ventilated."

an average of 4 ents over what the com- 
bine has been paying for the last three 
years. 

"In addition it offers them a share of 
the profits above that price. 

"It furnishes the necessary capital to 
pay each farmer on delivery for his to- 
bacco and to hold it until after a fair 
price is realized, and let the raiser share 
in the increased price.
